; account of the excellent condition of 


its treasury, 'and the rejection of 
numerous bids to buy building bonds 
for the city hall. As a matter of 
fact, the entire bond issue has been 
absorbed by funds in the sewer de- 
partment arising from proceeds from 
the sale of the sewer farm and bond 
money voted several years ago. This 
means that the interest on the bonds 
will be paid back into the city treas- 
ury, instead of to outside corpora- 
tions. 


The water department is also a 


source of gratification. 
With the 


water from the flow of the two 


'• wells, eighty inches from the park 


well and fifty-five inches from the 
Grand avonue well, the city has a 
source of supply for double its pres- 
ent population, as compared to the 
twenty-three inches obtainable from 
the San Gabriel river, thru contract 
with tb,ex Covina Irrigating company 
previous to the drilling of the wells. 
The stock owned by the city in the 
Covina Irrigating 'company is now 
being sold to ranchers. 


.These wells, altho sunk at a cost 


of approximately $26,500, are bring- 
ing in a revenue of 6 per cent on 
the investment over and above the 
cost of maintenance and enlargement 
of lines. And this, notwithstanding 
the fact that the water to the con- 
summer has- been .increased from 800 
cubic feet to 1200 cubic feet per

church of a new pipe organ. Tni,e

The organ is being built by the 


Robert Morton Organ company of 
Van Nuys. This company is the suc- 
cessor of the Murray M. Harris .Or- 
gan company established in Los An- 
geles some thirty-seven years ago, 
and thruout these years has built or- 
gans for hundreds of churches all 
over the country and many notable 
concert instruments. The organ that 
is now the largest in the world in 
Wanamaker's at Philadelphia was 
built by this same organization, as 
were those of the First Presbyterian 
church of Pasadena, Bovard auditor- 
ium of U. S. C. of Los Angeles, Stan- 
ford university, the great organ in 
the Los Angeles Elks'" temple, and 
many others. 


The specifications of the First Pres- 


byterian organ were drawn by Sibley 
G. Pease, who has many instruments 
to his credit as an organ architect. 
Mr. Pease is organist of the Los An- 
geles Elks' temple, which post he 
has held for the past sixteen years, 
and is organist and choirmaster of 
St. James' Episcopal church on Wil- 
shire boulevard. He will give the 
dedicatory recital here- early in Sep 
tember. 


It is understood that the pastor of

New Auto Insurance Law 


NotQCompulsory Measure 


There is no law in California re- 


quiring a motorist to secure public 
liability, property damage or any 
other type of insurance on his oar. 


This was the substance of a bulle- 


tin issued this week by the division 
of motor vehicles 
in response to 
concerning the 
numerous inquiries 
effect of insurance provisions of the 
new 
motor 
vehicle act, effective 


August 14th. 
Only in the event any person fails 


to satisfy judgment rendered against 
him by a court of competent juris- 
diction for damages involving in- 
juries or death or property damage 
is insurance required, the bulletin 
explained. 
In the event of the failure to sat- 


isfy such a judgment within fifteen 
days after it becomes final, th« divi- 
sion is required to revoke the oper- 


ator's or chauffeur's 
license and 


registration certificates of the per- 
son involved. 


Thereafter, 
before 
r.he licenses 


and certificates may be restored, the 
person involved is required to pay 
the judgment and to secure public 
liability insurance to the amount of 
$5,000 for one oersou killed or in- 
jured and $10,000 for two and $1,000 
property damage, or to post a surety 
or personal bond or a cash deposit 
amounting to $11,000. 


This is not compulsory insurance 


us the term is known ordinarily, the 
bulletin explained, inasmuch as it 
effects only those persons involved 
iu accidents who fail to satisfy 
judgments. 


The uew law emphasizes, doubly, 


the need of careful driving to keep 
out of trouble. But ths careful driv- 
er has nothing to fear from it.

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Heat in the Angel City— 


There is a form of bland mendacity, diagnosed as Los 


Angelesitis climaticis, the germ of which has not as yet been 


. successfully isolated. 


When it was 95 and 100 degrees hot; as shown by any 


number of thermometers in drug stores and here and there 
everywhere on the downtown streets of Los Angeles, the 
newspapers each day solemnly admitted that it was 85 and 
87, and hurried on to tell of the heat at Yuma and El Centro. 
So far as is known, no newspaper account of the heat in Los 
Angeles has ever admitted 95, with one historic exception. 
This occurred when a young lady reporter, new to the city, 
was dispatched to the weather bureau one very hot day, and 
not being able to attract the attention of anyone around that 
office, read the thermometers herself, wrote her story, and 
it got into the paper because the watchfulness of the copy 
readers had been impaired by the heat wave. 


The city of Los Angeles is in the same predicament as 


was the famous little boy who kept his finger in the hole in 
the dike to prevent all Holland from being washed away. 
Eternal vigilance must be exercised, or some day correct 
temperatures will be-broadcast. 


Individually, \hese guardians of Los Angeles virtue would 


be cooler and more at peace with the world if they would 
quit making these quick and nervous calculations downward 
every time the mercury begins to soar. Get a good thermo- 
meter, and believe what it says, and forget it. 


Professional Flag-Wavers— 


Patriotism is like a woman's virtue. Either it is, or it 


isn't. There is no such thing as compulsory patriotism. It 
cannot be qualified in any way.

Our 
marvelous country from coast to coast is coming to be acces- 
sible, inviting, intimate. Once it was that civilization was 
huddled around harbors, for that was our only transportation 
—the sea. Then we penetrated the interior with a few rail 
lines. Today we go anywhere and everywhere at will, and 
it must be that life is fuller and richer. At least we hope it 
will be to the next generation, who may learn how to love 
life, something that many of us have missed. 


One of the great religious teachers of all time said: "I 


come that ye may have life more abundantly." And perhaps 
His teaching and its application has had much to do with 
perfecting our civilization, drawing it into the better paths, 
until today, we are beginning to enjoy something of that 
abundant life—freedom of the body, that leads, when rightly 
used, to the freedom of the soul. 


Pajamas for Street Wear—

city, walked the streets in pajamas, and was introduced to 
the mayor, filmed, snapshotted, and got a column of publi- 
city in every newspaper in that region.

•wrong time or at too frequent inter- 
vals, cannot help but produce a poor 
physical condition of the soil. Just 
•where to draw the line between nec- 
essary cultivation and cultivation 
•which is detrimental is a point for 
every grower to decide, according to 
M. H. Kimball, assistant farm ad- 
viser. 


The fact that excessive cultiva- 


tion or cultivation on ground which 
is too wet will 'cause a hard layer to 
form has long been known. "It has 
been thot that additional cultivation 
would then 
become necessary 
to 


break the hard layer. Heavier tools 
and deeper tillage have frequently 
been used. The result has been the 
formation of a hard layer still deep- 
er in the ground." Such a layer, 
commonly called plow sole, inter- 
feres with penetratiin of irrigation 
water or rainfall in the soil. 


There is a cheap and effective way 


to break up such a hard layer, Mr. 
Kimball states, and that is to reduce 
the amount of cultivation and never 
to cultivate when the ground is moist 
enough to pack under the pressure of 
the tool being used. Leaving furrows 
open with no cultivating between ir- 
rigations during the summer is the 
best way to overcome such a hard 
layer. Hundreds of growers are now 
using this practice and almost with- 
out exception testify to the benefi- 
cial results derived. 


On September 7. walnut growers 


of southern California will have an 
opportunity of seeing the results of 
two year's reduced cultivation on a 
walnut grove. Formerly this grove 
was cultivated after every irriga- 
tion. A hard layer preventing pene- 
tration of over three or four acre 
inches of water per irrigation had 
been developed. After two years of 
non-cultivation there is no limit to 
the amount of water which can now 
be applied. The hard layer has al- 
most entirely disappeared and the 
soil is friable and loose. This dem- 
onstration will be very interesting 
and will be a part of the field pro- 
gram of the Walnut Growers' field 
day to be held at Puente, Saturday, 
September 7. The meeting will start 
at 10 o'clock at La Puente Walnut 
Growers' association. 
All who are 


interested in this problem of soil 
management should be present.

Big Percentage 
of Thefts Traced 


to "Joy-Riders" 


Reports received by the division 


of motor vehicles show a total of 
12,216 
motor 
vehicles, 
reported 


stolen, were recovered during the 
first seven months of 1929, it was 
announced at Sacramento this week. 


These reports, it was stated, indi- 


cate that less than five per cent of 
the cars stolen disappear for good. 
More than 90 per crnt of the thefts 
are traced to "joy-riders" anxious 
to borrow a car for a few hours 
and operate it until the gas gives 
out. 


The division's records, compiled 


from reports sent in by police, in- 
surance companies, theft 
bureaus 


and automobile clubs, show conclu- 
sively that it is necessary for the 
person whose car has been stolen to 
notify the police at once. 


The division's procedure is to put 


a "stop card" against the record 
of any vehicle reported stolen as 
soon as notified. This prevents the 
illegal transfer of the vehicle and 
often results in the actual appre- 
hension of the thief. If, however, 
the 
owner does not notify 
the 


authorities at once, it is often im- 
possible to stop the transfer. 


For the same reason, the division 


urges all out-of-state motorists to 
secure visitors permits as soon as 
they enter the state. This gives the 
division a record of the license, mo- 
tor and serial numbers, information 
valuable in case of theft and likely 
to require from one to two weeks 
to obtain if it becomes necessary to 
write to the visitor's home stater 


The division urges all California 


motorists to memorize their license 
numbers so that they may notify the 
police immediately in case of theft. 


The division urges also that car 


owners protect themselves by re- 
moving their keys and locking the 
doors upon leaving their cars. 
If 


parking at night, cars should be 
left on well lighted streets only.

Moon and the Weather 


in No Way Connected 


Curiously persistent are the va- 


rious superstitions relating to the 
effect of the moon on the weather 
or on the farm crops. 
One of the 


most unreasonable 
of these be- 


liefs, says the weatber bureau of 
the United States Department 
of 


Agriculture, is that if the horns 
of the new crescent moon tip down- 
ward, it is a "wet" moon, portend- 
ing rain. 


As a matter of fact, on any given 


date the position of the crescent 
moon is always the same in places 
having the same latitude, so the 
same kind of weather would neces- 
sarily prevail, were this sign of 
any value, throughout a belt of lat- 
itude extending abound the globe. 
Again, near the equator, in a part 
of the world notorious for its heavy 
rainfall, the young moon is gen- 
erally in an almost horizontal po- 
sition, or, according to the proverb, 
it is always a "dry" moon. If the 
moon could be viewed from the 
North or South pole, on the other 
hand, Its position would be, for 
the .superstitious, 
indicative 
of 


"wet" weather, but these regions 
are characterized by so little rain- 
I'all and snow that, they rank among 
the nrld parts of the globe.

County Considers 


Making Cement 
for Great Dam 


A considerable saving in the price 


of cement for the San Gabriel dam 
was forecast at the Hall of Records 
Wednesday, when the board of super- 
visors asked Counsel Mattoon if the 
advertisement for bids for the ce- 
ment opened Monday may not have 
Dcen illegal. 


Representatives of two 
ceme 


companies that refused to offer bids 
Monday protested to the board that 
the advertisement was not legal be- 
cause it specified a grade of cement 
as defined by the. American Society 
for Testing Materials. 


This grade of cement is subject 


to revision from time to time, it is 
said, and some cement manufacturers 
say they could price their product 
lower if specifications over the five- 
year period during which the dam 
will be building are known in ad- 
vance and fixed. 


Meanwhile Flood Control Engineer 


Eaton and Chairman MeClellan of 
the board of supervisors are consid- 
ering the .possibility of building a 
cement mill in • San Gabriel canyon 
near the damsite, and making ce- 
ment for the dam with limestone and 
shale on which the county already 
has an option. 


Unless the bids for cement are 


below a certain figure, it will pay 
the county to make its own cement, 
Supervisor MeClellan said. The low 
figure of $1.72 a barrel at Azusa, and 
$1.40 f.o.b. mill near Riverside was 
bid by the Southwestern Portland 
Cement company. 


Representatives of companies that 


failed to bid hinted that lower bids 
will be forthcoming if the supervis- 
ors change the specifications so they 
will not be subject to whatever fluc- 
tuations the testing material society 
may see fit to accept.
